Applicant, through its undersigned attorney, hereby submits this Petition under 37 CFR §1.183 
requesting waiver of the requirement of 37 CFR §1.64 that each of the actual inventors execute the oath or 
declaration. For the reasons set forth herein, an extraordinary situation is presented and justice requires that 
signature of the declaration by each of the inventors be waived. 

This Petition is filed under 37 CFR §1 .1 83 because it is understood that petitions under 37 CFR §1 .47, 
where an inventor refuses to sign, is applicable only to original oaths or declarations and is not applicable to 
the re-execution of an oath or declaration. See M.P.E.P. 201 .03 (B). In this case, one of the original inventors, 
Sean Coleman, has refused to execute a second Declaration identifying an additional inventor. 

This application was originally filed identifying inventors Sean Coleman and Michael Bailey as the only 
inventors. The application was accompanied by a Declaration and Power of Attorney signed by each of the 
inventors Coleman and Bailey, executed on June 24 and June 25, 2003, respectively. A copy of the 
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Declaration and Power of Attorney (the "First Declaration") is attached as Petition Exhibit A. Also filed with the 
application was an Assignment which is presently undergoing recordation in the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office wherein each of Messrs. Coleman and Bailey assigned their entire rights in the application and invention 
to assignee, Fast Industries, Ltd. A copy of the Assignment of Messrs. Coleman and Bailey is attached as 
Petition Exhibit B. 

Filed separately herewith is an Amendment under 35 U.S.C. §1 1 6 and 37 CFR §1 .48 to correct the 
inventorship by adding an additional inventor, Ralph Rojas. As set forth in the Amendment, Mr. Rojas was 
inadvertently omitted as an inventor in the original Declaration through error and without deceptive intent. A 
Statement Supporting Correction of Inventorship signed by Mr. Rojas, is also filed herewith. Also 
accompanying the Amendment is an Assignment to Fast Industries, Ltd. executed by Mr. Rojas. Thus, each 
of the three inventors has assigned their entire right, title and interest to the assignee. 

The written Consent of the Assignee consenting to the addition of Mr. Rojas as an inventor is also filed 
concurrently with the Amendment. 

Pursuant to 37 CFR §1 .63 and 1 .§64, a new Declaration (hereafter, the "Second Declaration") in the 
name of all of the three inventors was prepared and submitted for signature. Messrs. Rojas and Bailey have 
executed the Declaration that identifies all three co-inventors. A copy of the executed Declaration naming 
three inventors is filed concurrently herewith and, for convenience, is attached as Petition Exhibit C. Mr. 
Coleman has refused to sign the Declaration. 

Filed separately herewith as Petition Exhibit D is a Declaration of Myra Sierra setting forth the refusal 
of Mr. Coleman to sign the Second Declaration. 

Accordingly, this Petition requests that the requirement that Mr. Coleman sign the Second Declaration 
be hereby waived. 


Mr. Coleman has no rights in the invention since all of his rights have been assigned to the assignee. 
Mr. Coleman signed the First Declaration identifying himself and Mr. Bailey as co-inventors. Messrs. Rojas 
and Bailey have signed the Second Declaration identifying the three co-inventors. Mr. Coleman has refused 
to sign the Second Declaration for reasons believed relating to his no longer being employed by the company 
and a dispute with the company regarding monetary issues. See Declaration of Sierra, Petition Exhibit D. 

For the reasons set forth above, it is respectfully requested that this Petition be granted and that Mr. 
Coleman's signing of the Second Declaration be waived. 

A petition fee in the amount of $130.00 is filed herewith by credit card payment (Form PTO-2038).
